_ Propaganda in favor of government acceptance 
‘of Henry Ford’s offer for the nitrate and water 
power enterprises at Muscle Shoals, Ala., is now 
being distributed by James E, Smith of St. Louis, 
m= member of a committee appointed by the Mis 
‘sissipp! Valley association to investigate the “ ad- 
-visability of the government completing the project 
Tor the best interests of the country.” 

* The report which he is circulating, signed by 
himself, not by the committee, finds in favor of 
completion of the project, and having supported 
that finding with various plausible statements, 
‘assumes that only through the efforts of Henry 
Ford can such completion be “for the best in- 
terests of the country.” He calls the Ford offer 
™ splendid" and assumes that the only alternative 
to its acceptance is the “unthinkable” scrapping 
of the great plants involved. 

; The assumption is far from correct. The use of 
water power in the United States is in its infancy.

“With improvement in electric transmission facili- 


‘ties, such as one recently reported in the news of a 
developmént to carry electrical energy 600 miles 
from the point of generation, use of water power 
and the electrical energy which it can produce 
eventually will revolutionize industry, transporta- 
tion, and even domestic economy.

Recent announcement of the interstate commerce 
commission that the net operating income of the prin- 
cipal railroads for June, this year, was $51,641,014, as 
compared with a deficit of $15,240,866 in June, 1920, 
is pleasing. Many roads, notably the Pennsylvania 
and Southern Pacific, have reported net incomes for 
July registering still higher gains, 

When fixing new rate schedules a year ago the inter- 
state erce commission estimated the net annua! 
income of all the roads as thus affected would turn 
out to be close to $1,134,000,000. But in the first six 
months following the actual figure realized is now 
calculated at only $141,748,000! , This is a shortage of 
expectation indeed. Trade depression stepped in to 
falsify a forecast doubtless made with sufficient acu- 
men otherwise.

goods. This tells no story of a fire. Ladies jostle 
each other as impatiently as of old, and the boys 
run merrily to the incessant cry of “Cash.” Yet, 
Madam, this immense bazaar was six weeks ago 
the horsebarn of the South Side Railroad! After 
the fire, the hay was pitched out, and the oats

another building, both floors were varnished, 
and the beams were painted or whitewashed 
for their new service. Here where ready-made 
dresses hang, then hung sets of double-harness; 
yonder where a richly-robed body leans lan- 
guidly across the counter and fingers point laces, 
a manger stood and offered hospitality to a dis- 
consolate horse.
